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Surveillance leads to drug arrest near Wingo 


Jimmy Jones, 46 of Wingo was 
arrested on March 26 by the Hickman 
County Sheriff’s Department as a result 
of a three month long investigation. 
Hickman County Sheriff Mark Green 
and Deputy Ben Natividad spent 
several hours doing surveillance on the 
residence located at the corner of KY 
1283 at the Hickman-Graves County 
line and Stephens Road for possible 
drug activity. 

On Thursday while working with 


Probation and 
Parole officers, 
a search was 
conducted with the 
help of the Fulton 
County Sheriff’s 
Office Deputies, 

JL Atwill, Melanie 
Atwill, and K9 Cookie. 

During the search officers found nine 
grams of methamphetamine, several 
digital scales, drug paraphernalia, 


police scanner and a small amount of 
cash. The drugs had a street value of 
approximately $1000. 

Jones was charged with 
Trafficking in a controlled substance- 
methamphetamine and possession of 
drug paraphernalia. He was also held 
for a probation and parole violation. 

Sheriff Green would like to thank all 
those that helped with the arrest.

The Mission House: A place 
where people in need are helped

Each day in America, millions of 
people live in great need for economic 
help. They need food, clothing, and 
help with their utility bills. 

In Clinton, that need is measured 
in the hundreds of people. To meet 
this cause of uplifting those in need 
among us, the Mission House was 
established. The first Mission House 
was opened in 1993 and moved to its 
current location in 1995. 

With strong support from community 
churches and non-profits, the Mission 
House survives. Because the Mission 
House is a champion in these troubled 
economic times, individuals and 
families of Clinton and Hickman 
County have a chance to hang on just 
a little bit longer. 

The Mission House is a portal into 
the kindness of neighbor helping 
neighbor. Within the walls of the old 
National Guard Armory are stacks of 
food, clothing, and appliances. 

History of the current building will 
be remembered by many as the home 
of Clinton’s National Guard unit. The 
Teen Town of 1963 through 1967 
often had up to 200 teenagers dancing 
to live bands Friday and Saturday 
nights. Later, the site was used for 
tractor sales. 

The Mission House is open to 
shoppers Monday, Thursday, and 
Friday each week. 

The non-profit Mission House, 
supervised by a board of directors, 
operates solely on volunteer lay 


leadership. Churches of seven 
denominations are now official 
members and supporters of the 
Mission House. Day-to-day operations 
are supervised by Tina McAuliffe, 
director, and assistant directors Carrie 
Hedrick and Vivian Robey, with many 
community volunteers. 

Its services are for ALL people, 
regardless of race, color, age, sex, 
religion, physical condition, or 
national origin. 

The Mission House fills many needs 
for those among us who are struggling 
to maintain the essentials of life. This 
outreach to people who come for help 
includes (1) clothing for men, women, 
and children; (2) emergency food 
boxes; (3) household items from A to 
Z; (4) furniture; (5) toys; (6) books to 
loan or buy; and (7) appliances. 

In addition to the regular food 
pantry, canned food and other 
groceries, including packages of 
meats, are distributed quarterly to 72 
families through the Christian Alliance 
for Nutrition (CAN). During January 
of this year, 55 families and 146 
individuals came for food supplies. 

As massive electric and gas 
utility bills were mailed to people in 
February, 428 individuals came to the 
Mission House for help. 

In the first week of March, another 
85 people in need came to the Mission 
House. 

The Mission House staff battles 
each day to connect the poor, the 
down and out, and those whom life 
has beaten up. The staff offers a kind 
word, a smile of comfort and items 


that make life bearable. The staff of 
the Mission House understands the 
pain and suffering of these economic 
victims. The committed workers teach 
each day the art of economic survival 
and become partners with those who 
come for help. 

The Mission House also provides 
food, clothing and shelter to victims 
of house fires and disasters; operates 
a toy store for children whose parents 
cannot afford Christmas presents; and 
works with our schools to pay for 
basic supplies for children. 

The Mission House is also a county 
home for West Kentucky Allied 
Services (WKAS), an agency that 
helps people pay bills and provides a 
meal program. Jo Ann Alexander is 
the director of WKAS. 

Today, she is kept busy helping 
people with water, electric, and other 
bills that keep people up all night as 
they’re working to find a way to make 
ends meet. For these individuals, life 
is a constant series of having prayers 
answered. 

Many of the people who come 
through the doors of the Mission 
House are young mothers with 
children in need of everything. Many 
of these young families are those who 
society has left behind. 

And the Mission House has only 
one test for giving aid: “For I was 
hungry and ye gave me meat; I 
was thirsty and ye gave me drink: 
I was a stranger, and ye took me 
in: naked, and ye clothed me.” 
(Matthew 25:35, 36). 


School board facing 
budget challenges 


Hickman County Schools 
Superintendent Casey Henderson 
has his work cut out for him as he 
approaches the deadline for submitting 
a draft budget to the school board in 
May. 

Each year since 2008, funding from 
the Kentucky Department of Education 
becomes less and less, and each year 
since then the Hickman County Board 
of Education has operated at a deficit. 

The budget deficit does not reflect 
poor planning or management, but 
rather an unsustainable system with 
increased mandated spending and 
decreased funding. Henderson expects 
to begin the next fiscal year on July 1 
with around $514,186 in the general 
fund - about $248,000 less than last 
year. 

“There is a bill in the General 
Assembly that, if passed, will mandate 
pay raises for teachers,” Henderson 
said Friday. “I’m all for giving hard¬ 
working teachers a raise, but the 
legislators need to provide funding for 
those raises.” 

In 2008, Hickman County Schools 
received $3,455,333 in SEEK (Support 
Educational Excellence in Kentucky) 
funding. In the most recent year, local 
schools only received $3,035,633 to 
fund its operations. 

Another revealing trend is the ratio 
between state revenue to local revenue 
for the school system. In 2008, local 
funds only made up less than 25 
percent of the school systems funding, 
with state revenue covering 75 percent 



of expenses. In the current fiscal year, 
local revenue has made up more than 
31 percent of the school systems 
revenue while state revenue is less that 
68 percent. 

Henderson spoke of the upcoming 
budget decisions with school board 
members at Thursday night’s meeting. 
Henderson will present the board with 
a draft budget in May and a working 
budget in September for the board to 
approve. 

During the meeting, the board 
approved the 2014-15 school calendar. 
Next year’s calendar schedules school 
to begin for students on August 6, with 
the last day for students on May 20.
